The breastplates are notched 
around the edges, a notch for each 
battle the wearer was engaged in. On 
one of them can be counted ti.li 
notches, denoting either a chieftain 
or one much given to fighting. 

There are three war club head* 
and a dozen hide scrapers. Used in 
cleaning the hides from which their 
clothing and tents were mad'e. 
Among the most interesting Speci- 
men I to the ordinary man and which 
cause a peculiar sensation as their 
use is explained are the three scalp- 
ing knives. A string of wampum was 
taken from a skeleton found in Port- 
land. A red clay kettle is absolutely 
perfect. A bone ornament found in 
a cove is considered very valuable, as 
but few of them are in existence. The 
drills used for making the holes for 
the leather thongs in their moccasins 
and skin canoe show great skill and 
patience, as they are nothing but 
stores with which they tapered the>e 
from about the size of a pencil down 
to a sharp point. Of these he has 15. 

Brass arrowheads and a quiver di- 
vide honors with iron tomahawks. 
During a rainstorm a year or two ago 
Walter Lane sought shelter nr. r I 
shelving rock at North Guilford, and 
while stirring the ground up to a- 
certain what depth has hi en made 
by the decay of leaves he was sur- 
prised to find an arrowhead. Re- 
newed effort brought out 35 of them. 
Returning the next day with spade 
and sieve, he dug out 1,200 specimens, 
and from evidences found it was 
doubtless a spot where they were 
made and laid away against the time 
of need. Over 2,000 have been taken 
from that spot.

The rest of them 
sitting beside their more fortunate 
companion in the nest, but beyond 
uttering plaintive cries make no ef- 
fort to get part of the fish for them- 
-elves, simply waiting in patience un- 
til their turn come*, which circum- 
.- t-ances may prolong for quit e a length 
of time. The young birds catch no 
fish the first year of their lives. Their 
food is procured by the, parents. As 
soon a.s the young brood become a feftv 
weeks old the mother throws off quite 
a piece of the top of the nest to the 
ground. This enables the young to 
see their- surroundings, and less ob- 
stacles are in the May when they first 
make attempt to fly. 

The young birds do not take read- 
ily to flight. They are fully feath- 
ered and yet make no attempt to leave 
the nest. Generally their initial at- 
tempts to rise on wing are bog-un 
about July 10. Flying up from the 
nest, they fall back upon it again 
from a brtgbl of about five fet. 
They make a 1 1 . mptc in turn with like 
results. The young hawks are very 
timid about flying away from the 
nests, and it devolve* upon the par- 
ents to drive the young forcibly off in 
order that they can fly. Great is the 
screeching, and loud a: 
the. birds on such occa: 
one of the young bawk 
attempt to reach an object 50 yards 
away from the Beit. These efforts are 
generally awkward, and it ii not un- 
common to see the fledgling tumble 
somersaults earthward. The 
mother hawk, ever on the alert 
rushes to its rescue, and shooting un 
' t the young .bird catches it on it- 
ck and wirags before it tumbles to 
the ground.— Forest and Stream.
